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CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 


STATE OF JEFFERSON, 


au ARTICLE 1. 
PreamblesBoundary, 


We, the people of the Gold Régions of the 
Rocky Mountains, grateful to the Supreme 
Ruler of the Universe for His blessing, and 
feehng our dependence upon Him for a con- 
tinuation of the same, do ordain and estabhish 
a free and independent Government by the 
name of the State of JEEFERson, the bovnda- 
ries whereof shall be as follows, to wit: 

Commencing at a point wheré the thirty: 
seventh degree of north latitude intersects the 
one hundred and second degree of west 
longitude and running north on said meridian 
of longitude to the forty-third degree of north 
latitude, thence west on said parelle} of lati- 
tude to the one hundred and tenth degree of 


west longitude, thence south on said meridian ` 


of longitude to the thirty-seventh degree of 
north latitude, thence east on said parallel of 
latitude to the place of beginning. 
ARTICLE 2, 
Bill of Rights. 


Sxrcrron 1. All men, are by nature, 

free and independent, and have certain 
inalienable rights, among which are those 
‘of enjoying and defending hfe and liberty, 
acquiring possessing and protecting prop- 
erly, and pursumg and obtaining safety and 
happiness. 
* Sec. 2. All political power 1s mherent 
inthe people. Governments are institu- 
ted for the protection, security and benefit 
of the people, and they have the right at 
all times to alter or reform the same when- 
ever the public good may require it. 

Sec. 3. The General Assembly shall 
make no laws respecting an establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof. Nor shall any person be 
compelled to attend any place of worship, 
pay tithes, taxes, or other rates for build- 
10g or repairing places of worship, or the

Sec. 4. No religious test shali be re- 
quired as a qualification for any public 
trust, and no person shall be deprived of 
his rights, privileges or capacities, or 
disqualified ' from the performance of any 
of his public or private duties, or rendered 
incompetent to give evidence in any court 
of law or equity 1m consequence of his 
opinions on the subject of religion. 

Sec. 5, Any citizen of this State, who 
may hereafter be engaged, either directly 
or indirectly in a duel, either as principal 
or accessory before the fact shall be for- 
ever disqualified from holding any office 
under the Constitution and laws of this 
State. 

Szoc. 6. All laws of a general nature 
shall have a uniform operation. i 

Suc. 7. Every person may speak, 
write and publish his sentiments on all 

‘subjects, bemg responsible for the abuse 
of that right. No laws shall be passed to 
restrain or abridge the liberty of speech 
or of the Press. In all prosecutions or in- 
dictments for libel, the truth may be given 
ın evidence to the jury, and if it appear 
to the jury that the matter charged as hi- 
belieus was true, and was published with 
a good intent and for justifiable ends, the 
party shall be acquitted. 

Src. % The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons, houses, papers 
and effects, against unreasonable seizure 
and searches, shall not be violated; and 
no warrant shall issue but on probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
particularly describing the place to be 
searched and the property or things to be 
seized. 

Sec. 9. The right of trial by jury 
shall remain inviolate; but the General 
Assembly may authorize trial by jury of 
a less number than twelve men ın inferior 
courts. 

Src. 10. In all criminal prosecutions 
the accused shall have a right to a speedy 
trial by an impartial jury, to be informed of 
the accusation against him, to be confront- 
ed with the witnesses against him; to have 
compulsory process for his own witnesses, 
and to have the assistance of counsel. 

No person shall be held to 
answer for a criminal offence unless on 

‘presentment or indictment by a grand 
jury, except m cases cognizable before a 
Justice of the Peace, or arising in the 
army or navy, or jn the militia, when in 
actual service, or in time of war or public

tain, is that Austria retains all four’ of 
the great fortresses; the Mincio berng 


made the western boundary of her, terri- 
torres. This shé still holds the keys of 
Northern Italy, and can take advantage 
of any favorable emergency to regain 
what she has now had to abandon: This 
fact alone shows how utterly unfounded 
is Napoleon's pretense that he has vir- 
tually accomplished his-purpose of driving 
Austria out of Italy. Indeed, 1t 1s not tob 
much to say that if he has beaten Austrta 


in the war, she has decidedly beaten him 


in concluding the peace. She has re- 
signed simply what had been conquered 
from her, nothing more France, at the 
expense of some hundred of milliors of 
dollars and the lives of some fifty thovsand 
of her sons, has gained the control of 
Sardimia, nyuch glory for her soldiers, and 
the renown of a very lucky aud moderate- 
ly successful General for her Emperor 
For bım 1t js much, for France, which 
has borne all the expense and suffered all 
the losses, it as httle, and it Is not sur- 
prising that there should be discontent in 
Paris. 

The reason alleged by Napoleon for 
thus suddenly concluding the war, 1s that 
it Was assuming proportions incompatible 
with the interests of France. In other 
words, 1t was tending to become a revolu- 
tionary war, with an insurrection at Rome, 
and a rising in Hungary among its fea- 
tures It js a curious fact that just betore 
the battle of Solferino, this same Napoleon 
actually urged Kossuth, who, at his invi- 
tation had come to see him in the camp, 
to undertake a revolutionary diversion m 
favor of the Alles Before that battle, 
then, he did not dread the dangers that 
terrified him immediately aflerward. That 
circumstances alter cases is not a novel 
ohservantion, but it as apphcable im the 
present Instance However, it 1s needless 
to muluply evidence to prove that this 
man is as purely selfish as he 1s unscrupu- 
lous, aud that after having shed the blood 
of fifty thousand men to gratify his per- 
sonal ambition, he 1s ready to forswear 
and abandon even the hypocrisy of every 
principle in the name of which he Jed them 
to the slaughter 

One of the first results of‘ the present 
settlement, 1s the downfall of the Cavour 
ministry, which has had to quit office in 
Sardima Though one of the cleverest 
men in Italy, and not at all concerned in 
making the peace, Count Cavour could 
not stand before the public mdignation 
and disappointment It will probably be 
long before he rises to power again And 
it will be long before Louis Napoleon can 
again delude even the sentimentalists and 
enthusiasts into regarding him as a cham- 
pion of Freedom The Itahans will now 
hate him worse than all other representa- 
tives of tyranny and of treachery, and 
we need not be surprised 2f the kutves of 
Itahan assassins should again seek the 
life of the man, who, promising and pre- 
tending to be the conqueror of Itahan 
independence, has left Austria seated al- 
most as firmly as ever on the nech of Italy.

week The general impression at Cher- 
ry creek is that the three yeritable Yan- 
Lees---Greeley, Richardson and Villard

are interested in the few paying claims.- -

now hard at work mining and erecting 
permanent dwelfings for their families, 
and have transmitted .gold east for the 
purchase of several quartz-rushing ma- 
chines 2 

Tlf. What earthly motive has the 
claim speculator or town property holder 
to exaggerate the richness of the dig- 
gings? As previously stated, ın mne out 
of every ten claim sales, not one dollar is 
pai “down ,” and it as expressly supu- 
lated that unless the gold to make al! the 
payments 1s taken from the claim itself, 
the bargain shall be null and vord Where 
the nchvess of the claim has been thor" 
oughly demonstrated, a small sum 1s 
Sometimes advanced; but, witha single 
exception, 1 have never known it to ex- 
ceed $100. And isany man, with brains 
enough to go into the house when it rains, 
hicely to invest in town lots at Pike's 
Peak, unless satisfied by his own observa- 
lions, or by those of some one with nhose 
sagacity and probity he 1s personally av- 
quainted, that the diggings are rich, per- 
manent and extensive? , 

Time will of course settle this as all 
other mooted questions. And the receipts 
of gold between the middle of October 
and the first of December, will probably 
convince these oracular skepucs, whe be- 
heve there 1s no‘meal tub without a catau

Afte: dinner we packed and moved on 
about 3 miles, when we came into a steep,
